\fitece, a small village in the Andes, is often called “the Valley 
of Long Life.” What's its secret? Firstly, Vilcabamba is not very hot 
or very cold — the temperature is usually between 64 and 80 degrees 
Fahrenheit (18 and 27 degrees Celsius), and the air is very clean, 
Secondly, people work hard in the fields and exercise a lot.
